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GENERAL EDITOR’S PREFACE 


Victor Hatley joined the Council of the Society in 1957, a few years after taking up 
the first of several appointments as a librarian in Northampton, and served with 
great distinction though characteristic modesty until his death on 18 November 
1991. He was a frequent contributor to the Society’s annual journal, Northampton- 
shire Past and Present, while for this series of record volumes, he was the sole editor 
of no. xxv, Northamptonshire Milina Lists 1777, and a part editor of no. xxxii, 
contributing (with Brian G. Statham) ‘Militia Lists for Nassaburgh 1762’, in A 
Northamptonshire Miscellany. Two other volumes were projected, the present 
volume of visitation returns, and The Religious Census of 1851 for the county, 
which the Society will bring to publication through the kind assistance of Mr John 
Allsebrook. 


Victor Hatley died with his work on the present volume in an advanced state of 
preparation. The text had been transcribed, in large part by a former Secretary to 
the Society, Miss Dorothy Sladden. A draft of parts of an introduction existed, anda 
full text of several lectures on the subject of Magee and the churches of the 
Northampton Deanery. The Society is greatly indebted to Mr Hatley’s Executor, 
Mr John Ford, for making this material available to the Society very promptly and 
in the most helpful manner possible. As a result, the greater part of the Introduction 
printed here is from Victor Hatley’s distinctive pen, using either his draft text or a 
lecture given to the Society on 24 October 1987. To fill the lacunae and to bring 
the volume to press the Society, adopting the language of urgency now characteris- 
tic of all British institutions of Higher Education, established a ‘Magee Task Force’ 
comprising Canon Geoffrey Carnell, Professor Peter Gordon, Mr Ron Greenall, 
Miss Rachel Watson and myself. All these friends of Victor Hatley wish to ac- 
knowledge the help which they received from him in their own work over many 
years, and have counted it a privilege to help in the completion of this text. The 
material which they have supplied is not separately identified. The Society must 
thank additionally Miss Arnold of Northamptonshire Libraries for assistance in 
obtaining illustrations. It is hoped that the Introduction, though not as detailed as 
Victor Hatley would have produced, will serve its essential task of providing the 
reader with the background information which allows text to be put in context. 
The responsibility for any imperfections rests with the General Editor.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Bishop 


William Connor Magee, the first Irishman to be appointed a Church of England 
bishop since the Reformation, was born at Cork in 1822. He came of sound 
Church of Ireland stock. His father was curate of the Cathedral parish of St Finbarr, 
Cork, and librarian of the Cathedral library; his mother was the daughter of a 
Scottish clergyman who held a living in County Longford; and his paternal grand- 
father had risen to become Bishop of Raphoe and, in the year that his grandson was 
born, Archbishop of Dublin. The young Magee was educated at Kilkenny College 
and Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated B.A. in 1842. Made a deacon in 
1844 and ordained priest the following year, his first curacy was at St Thomas’s, 
Dublin, where, after two years, he had a breakdown in health. The next eighteen 
months were spent recuperating in Spain whence he returned in 1848. However, 
he did not settle in Ireland but in England, accepting a curacy at St Saviour’s, Bath. 
In all Magee spent twelve years in Bath. In 1851 he transferred to the Octagon, a 
proprietary chapel in Milsom Street, first as joint minister and then as the sole 
incumbent. In the same year he married his cousin Ann Smith.' From Bath he 
moved in 1860 to London as minister of the Quebec Chapel in St Marylebone, 
taking up the appointment in October. However, the same month he was offered 
and accepted the rectory of Enniskillen in County Fermanagh, moving back to 
Ireland in March 1861. He travelled by way of the night express to Holyhead, and 
nearly lost his life when the axle of the carriage in which he was seated broke while 
the train was running through the Kilsby Tunnel in Northamptonshire. 
Fortunately for the future Bishop of Peterborough (the tunnel being within that 
diocese) it was possible to stop the train before the carriage disintegrated and its 
passengers thrown under the wheels of the carriages following. 
It was at Bath that Magee laid the foundations of a career as one of the leading 
churchmen of his generation. Here ‘his reputation for eloquence and common 
sense [grew] steadily.’* Magee was never a scholar in a narrowly academic context, 
but his mental equipment was superb. Well-read and with a phenomenally reten- 
tive memory, he developed a formidable power of logical expression which he 
exercised to the full in preaching and, as his career progressed, public speaking and 
the putting down of his thoughts in writing.’ Not an impressive figure at first

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sight — he was described as ‘a small, insignificant man until he began to speak’* — 
Magee had a forceful personality but never allied himself to any particular party 
within the Church of England. As a young man he inclined towards the Evan- 
gelicals, perhaps influenced by his uncle, the Revd. Hugh McNeile, Vicar of St 
Jude’s, Liverpool, a leading opponent in the 1830s of the Liverpool Corpor- 
ation’s unsuccessful attempt to set up publicly-owned elementary schools where 
Protestant and Roman Catholic children could be educated together. In his 
maturity, however, he adopted a central and well-reasoned position in his 
churchmanship from which he did not shift. Likewise while he was opposed to 
what were then the alarmingly liberal ideas expressed in the notorious Essays and 
Reviews published in 1860, which he described as ‘only the outburst of a long- 
pent and slowly-gathering deluge of infidelity’, thirty years later he was much 
impressed by Lux Mundi, a collection of essays intended ‘to put the Catholic faith 
into its right relation to modern intellectual and moral problems.’? ‘Have you 
read Lux Mund?’ Magee wrote to his lifelong friend and subsequent biographer, 
John Cotter MacDonnell. ‘If you have not beg, borrow, buy or steal it; and if you 
borrow, forget to return it. It is a book which every one ought to possess who 
desires to gauge the religious thought of the day.” 

Magee stayed three years at Enniskillen. In 1864 he was promoted Dean of 
Cork, a post which fifty years previously had been held by his grandfather, later _ 
the Archbishop of Dublin. The following year he was elected to give the Don- 
nellan lectures at Trinity College, Dublin, and in 1866 he took up the appoint- 
ment of Dean of the Chapel Royal, Dublin, which he held concurrently with the 
deanery of Cork, and which brought him even more into contact with the people 
who counted in Irish government and society. At Enniskillen he was responsible 
for the ecclesiastical administration of a large, populous and contentious parish, 
while as Dean of Cork, his duties included the carrying out of a plan for the 
complete rebuilding of St Finbarr’s Cathedral. ‘When Bishop of Peterborough, 
[Magee] used often to say, that of all his clerical experience he owed more to his 
three years at Enniskillen than to anything else, in preparing him for his episcopal 
duties.’’ Among other things he paid particular attention to the efficiency of the 
church schools in this parish, becoming in the process an authority on the state of 
education in Ireland. His reputation as a preacher was maintained and extended; 
on March 15 1863 he drew a congregation of nearly 7,000 at St Paul’s Cathedral, 
‘the largest ... yet known there’ as he confided to MacDonnell a day or so later.® 

Yet his letters show that, although an ambitious man, Magee did not rate 
highly his chances of promotion within the Church of Ireland, particularly after 
his failure in 1866 to be appointed to the vacant bishopric of Meath. He knew 
that the disestablishment of the Church of Ireland was on the political programme 
of the Liberal Party in England, and that it was likely to be implemented as soon as

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the Conservative government which had come into power in 1866 was replaced 
by a Liberal administration, which would now be headed by Gladstone. Magee 
wanted to get back to England so that he could be near the centre of political 
affairs and perhaps able to influence the course of events relating to the Irish 
Church. He was prepared to step downwards in order to bring this about. The 
Deanery of St Paul’s was vacant and, while not expecting to be considered for this 
dazzling appointment, he hoped that in filling it, other appointments would 
become available and that one of these might be given to him. Accordingly he 
applied to Benjamin Disraeli, the Prime Minister, for consideration in this direc- 
tion. In fact, he got a step up, for Disraeli replied: “Very Reverend Sir, I regret 
that I cannot comply with your request, for I felt it my duty to recommend her 
Majesty to nominate you, if agreeable to yourself, to the vacant see of Peter- 
borough.’® Disraeli, a politician to his finger tips, had not at first wished to 
consider Magee for this job (‘his appointment would give us [the Conservative 
administration] nothing, and that is a great objection’), '° but Queen Victoria had 
applied herself strongly in Magee’s favour. In her own words: ‘Another. very 
clever man, and the finest preacher the Queen has ever heard out of Scotland, and 
whom she would much wish to see promoted — is the Dean of Cork.’!! Magee’s 
brand of churchmanship and his birth were added recommendations at this 
time. '* The appointment of an Irishman to an English see, at a time of uncertainty 
for the Irish church, served to highlight the unity of the churches. Magee was the 
first Irishman since the Reformation to hold such a post. 

The diocese of Peterborough throughout Magee’s episcopate consisted of the 
counties of Northamptonshire, Rutland and Leicestershire, which in 1871 com- 
prised an aggregate of 532,957 inhabitants. It was divided into 540 parishes, 
served by around 750 clergy (some of them in teaching posts). Less than 10 per 
cent of the livings were within the bishop’s gift. There were archdeaconries at 
Leicester and Northampton, the two industrial towns, which between them 
contained nearly a third of the population of the diocese. Peterborough, the 
cathedral city and home of the bishop, lay at the extreme east of the diocese. ‘This 
Magee’s predecessors had for long found a massive inconvenience. Bishop Marsh 
(1819-39) had admitted that he found ‘the best way from one end of my diocese 
to the other is through London’; but since the 1840s the problem was mitigated 
by the building of railways running westward from Peterborough which afforded 
the bishop speedy and comfortable communication by contemporary standards 
with most areas under his pastoral care, including Leicester and Northampton. 

The diocese had slumbered under the mild rule of George Davys, a former 
Dean of Chester who had been tutor to the youthful Princess Victoria, and who, 
as Bishop of Peterborough (1839-64), ‘steadily promoted his relatives to be

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canons of the cathedral’. Judging by the charge which he delivered at the time of 
his primary visitation, his successor Bishop Jeune (1864~68) intended to initiate a 
period of reform; but he died before he had time to put his ideas into practice. 
Thus Magee entered upon an inheritance which was to afford him plentiful 
opportunity for sustained hard work. ‘I hardly know when or how I shall ever get 
this diocese into working order’, he told MacDonnell at end of the first year of his 
episcopate; ‘I have no lieutenants — both my Archdeacons being old men. All 
details of all work whatever are referred to me, from diocesan conferences to 
placards for public meetings.’’’ 

Magee became one of the best known bishops on the English bench. Right 
from the beginning he made his mark in the House of Lords where his gift of 
oratory was displayed to full advantage. Shortly after Magee’s appointment, the 
Liberals were returned to office with Gladstone at their head. Pledged to bring in 
immediately a measure for the disestablishment of the Insh church, Gladstone 
steered the bill through the Commons by the end of May 1869.'* Magee’s view 
was that more could be gained for the Irish Church by compromise than by 
fighting the measure.'? When it became obvious that compromise was imposs- 
ible, Magee threw himself into opposing the bill with great effect. His speech on 
the second reading in the House of Lords on 15 June 1869 established him as a 
great parliamentary orator. Lord Salisbury stated that it was the greatest speech 
ever delivered by any living man in either House of Parliament.’® Despite 
Magee’s efforts, however, the Government triumphed. 

In the debates on the Education Act of 1870 Magee resisted all attempts to 
secularise education and to deprive the Church of England of what he described 
as ‘the power she now possesses as the educator of seventy-five per cent of the 
population’.'’ In 1874 debates in the Lords on a Church Patronage Bill to remove 
the worst abuses of the buying and selling of advowsons inevitably involved 
Magee,who had earlier proposed the setting-up of a special commission on the 
issue. He defended his fellow bishops against Shaftesbury’s criticisms, but found it 
a delicate business to steer a middle course between the Conservative peers who 
were large patrons and conscientious church people who recognised as clearly as 
he did how patronage could be abused." 

It is an indication of Magee’s effectiveness as a debater that Lord Harrowby 
should have written to Jackson, Bishop of London, in April 1874, ‘you know the 
power of his sarcastic statement is very great, and his expressions might stick and 
survive the occasion’.'? One expression which did stick and survived the

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occasion was used in the Lords on 30 June 1878 during a debate on the Intoxi- 
cating Liquor (Licensing) Bill. In his speech Magee said: ‘If I must take my choice 
whether England should be free or sober, I declare, strange as such a declaration 
may sound coming from one of my profession, that I should say it would be better 
that England should be free than that England should be compulsorily sober. I 
would distinctly prefer freedom to sobriety, because with freedom we might in 
the end attain sobriety, but in the alternative we should eventually lose both 
freedom and sobriety.’*”” The all important qualification compulsorily was forgotten 
in the ensuing furore. Magee’s interest in the topic was a continuing one. He was a 
member of the Lords Select Committee on Intemperance, Ah auNi in 1877, 
which issued an enlightened report two years later.?! 

Magee had serious misgivings over the Public Worship Regulation Act of 1874 
designed by Disraeli’s government to ‘put down Ritualism’. In its passage through 
Parliament, and due largely to Lord Shaftesbury, it was significantly changed from 
what the Bench of Bishops had originally intended. Magee was critical of Arch- 
bishop Tait’s leadership and had no stomach to prosecute Ritualistic clergymen in 
the courts. Magee did not belong to either ecclesiastical party in the debate and asa 
consequence, he confessed, ‘was roundly abused by both’. 

The Bishops looked to Magee to be their principal speaker in the Lords. It was a 
role which took him away from his diocese and one to which, by 1888, he had 
grown tired. Pressed in March that year by the Archbishop of Canterbury, Benson, 
to speak in a debate on an Ecclesiastical Procedure Bill which the Archbishop was 
putting forward, Magee wrote wearily to MacDonnell: ‘I finally declined this on 
the honest plea of physical inability with all my other work. But besides I do not 
care to be the gamecock of the Episcopal Bench...If his Grace and London 
cannot do their plain duty in fighting bills for the church through Parliament, they 
had better resign.” 

There was talk that he would succeed to Durham after the death of Bishop 
Baring in 1878, but Disraeli blocked this, and Lightfoot was appointed.” Magee’s 
comment to MacDonnell was, ‘I have only to give myself with renewed and 
undistracted energy to the work which is now obviously mine for life’.** The 
prediction proved not quite accurate. Disraeli died, but the Queen went on for 
ever, and on 20 February 1891, after more than twenty-two years at Peter- 
borough, Magee was nominated Archbishop of York.”? He was enthroned in 
York Minster on 17 March (St Patrick’s Day), but died of influenza in London, 
where he was on parliamentary business, on 4 May after the shortest English 
archiepiscopate since the Reformation. Appropriately he was buried at Peter- 
borough, alongside his predecessor, Bishop Jeune, and close to the south transept 
of the cathedral.”°

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The Town 


The town of Northampton lies sixty-six miles north-west of London. Its popu- 
lation had been only 7,020 in 1801 and 10,793 in 1821, but then began to 
increase rapidly, reaching 26,657 in 1851, 41,168 in 1871, and 61,012 in 1891. 
These figures do not include the village of Kingsthorpe or the hamlets of Far 
Cotton and St James, each of which after 1850 evolved into a Northampton 
suburb, although sited outside the municipal boundary. When their incorpor- 
ation did take place in 1900, the population in the following year of ‘Greater 
Northampton’, as it was enthusiastically called in one local newspaper, was 
87,091 persons, a more than twelvefold increase on the number of inhabitants a 
hundred years previously. 

The mainspring of Northampton’s expansion throughout the nineteenth 
century was shoe manufacturing. Long-established in the town, this industry 
employed about 20 per cent of the adult male inhabitants at the end of the 
eighteenth century. By 1851, however, the proportion had risen to 39 per cent, a 
figure which makes no allowance for workers in ancillary occupations such as the 
currying of leather. By 1871 the proportion of the male inhabitants aged 20 years 
and above who were classified in the census of that year as either ‘shoemakers’ or 
‘curriers’ was 45 per cent, and the industry also gave extensive opportunities of 
employment for women and young persons of either sex. Substantial numbers of 
shoe workers also lived in the villages surrounding the town. 

Up to the late—1850s shoe manufacturing had been carried out entirely by hand 
with most of the shoemakers working in their own homes, and visiting the 
premises of their employer to draw out the materials for their weekly stint of 
work. Machines for closing shoe uppers were introduced at Northampton in the 
late—1850s, causing much hostility among rank and file shoemakers who feared 
that machines for other processes would quickly follow, bringing mass unem- 
ployment to the town. Other machines did follow, but they were taken up only 
slowly by the manufacturers, and it was not until the 1890s that progressive firms 
adopted a system of mechanisation wherever possible in shoe manufacture. ‘The 
full factory system likewise developed slowly at Northampton. As late as 1886 it 
was stated that ‘large numbers of riveters or lasters are working in many of the 
factories, but the finishing is almost entirely done in the homes of the workmen, 
or in shops where the expenses are jointly paid by the occupants.’ Machine 
closing, a task performed by women and older girls, was mostly undertaken by 
small firms which operated in workshops, some of which were no more than back 
rooms at the rear of terraced houses. By the 1890s mechanisation had become the 
rule in almost every branch of the industry with gas engines as the principal source 
of motive power, thereby saving Northampton from the forest of smoky 
chimneys which disfigured so many of the industrial towns of Victorian England. 

Dominating though the shoe industry was in Victorian Northampton, it was 
not the only way of earning a living open to working-class inhabitants. ‘The 
building trades gave employment to a large number of men and youths. Breweries 
and iron foundries were to be found in areas near the canal and railway. ‘The 
opening in 1881 of the Northampton loop on the London & North Western 
Railway’s main line was followed by the establishment of a locomotive depot at 
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Northampton, and the development of nearby Far Cotton as a railway suburb with 
a quite different way of life from districts where shoemakers were thick on the 
ground. And there were extensive nurseries and market gardens on Northampton’s 
outskirts, many of which fell victims to the need for land for suburban housing in 
the second half of the nineteenth century. 

The medieval town walls of Northampton, demolished by royal order in 1662, 
had enclosed about 245 acres of land. As late as 1851 about 85 per cent of the 
inhabitants dwelt within this area, but thereafter most of the new houses needed for 
the burgeoning population were built extramurally eastwards and northwards 
where advantage could be taken of high ground away from the valley of the River 
Nene. Far Cotton on the south side of the river, and St James’ End on the west side, 
also had their primitive beginnings as suburbs during this decade, despite being 
troubled by serious flooding. The advance of houses along the main road to 
Leicester eventually passed northwards over the borough boundary into 
Kingsthorpe. An elite area developed along the Billing Road from about 1850, and 
thirty years later high ground at Dallington, west of St James’ End, was laid out 
with spacious mansions and quickly became a favourite place of dwelling for the 
wealthiest inhabitants. 

All in all the standard of working-class housing at Northampton compared 
favourably with that in most other industrial towns in nineteenth century England. 
There were some horrible slums: South Quarter at the lower end of Bridge street; 
Gas Street and the district west of Horseshoe Street; many streets, courts and 
alleys north of Marefair. On the other hand the experienced Dr George Buchanan, 
permanent inspector in the medical department of the Privy Council, who in 1870 
reported on the sanitary condition of Northampton, wrote that ‘Good wages can 
be readily earned [in the shoe manufacturing industry] and there is little extreme 
poverty in the town.’ He was impressed by the general condition of Northampton 
housing, especially that built during the previous twenty years, and stated that there 
were no cellar dwellings, little over-crowding, and ‘even the poorest people have 
usually a house to themselves’. In its report for 1884 the Northampton Town and 
County Building Society made the proud boast that ‘it is believed that there are 
more working people living in their own freehold houses in Northampton than in 
any other town of its size in England.’ 

Ever since 1820 the representation of Northampton in Parliament had been 
monopolised almost entirely by the Whigs, whose leaders in the town were drawn 
overwhelmingly from persons who were nonconformists and often opposed 
bitterly to the established church. The borough returned two members: from 1837 
one of these had been a Whig and the other a Radical. ‘This alliance claimed the 
allegiance of most of the principal shoe manufacturers, among whom a devotion to 
religious nonconformity was a dominant characteristic. In 1868 this at times uneasy 
alliance was challenged by a popular Radical contender. This was Charles Brad- 
laugh, making his first bid for one of the Northampton seats;”’ although defeated, 
he attracted 1,086 voters, 21°% of the electorate. Bradlaugh made a second attempt 
at the General Election of 1874 and again at a by-election later in the same year;

each time he was defeated, but each time he split the Liberal party so badly that first 
one and then a second Conservative M.P. was elected to represent the constituency 
at Westminster. Finally, at the General Election of 1880 Bradlaugh, in partnership 
with Henry Labouchere, and contesting Northampton for the fourth time, was 
successful, only to be denied his seat on the grounds that, as an avowed atheist, he 
was not entitled to take the parliamentary oath or make an affirmation in its place. 
Magee delivered a strong attack on Bradlaugh’s claim to sit in parliament in a 
sermon delivered at Peterborough in June 1880. ‘A nation of Atheists must be a 
nation of Revolutionists; their history must be a history of Revolution marked by 
intervals of grinding, cruel, pitiless, and unreproved slaughter, because for weak- 
ness there would be no appeal to the supreme power against present tyranny.’” 
Bradlaugh was none the less re-elected for Northampton at by-elections in 1881, 
1882, 1884, and at the general election of 1885; early in 1886, with the House of 
Commons presided over by a new Speaker, he was allowed to take the oath and in 
consequence take his seat in the House of Commons. 

Not surprisingly Northampton gained much notoriety from its connection with 
Bradlaugh. It featured in numerous political cartoons, sometimes by name alone, 
sometimes in the guise of a hirsute shoemaker. Pious people were known to express 
abhorrence at the very idea of so depraved a community. In 1882 a contributor toa 
Sunday school magazine wrote that ‘On a bright afternoon we drove into North- 
ampton, and for the first time I saw this town of which I had heard so much, 
stretching away before us on the hill with a flag flymg on a dome [obviously All 
Saints’ church] against a clear blue sky. As we drove on I pictured everything to 
myself — the independent cobblers, the meetings of secularists, the hardened look 
of those who uttered what the fool said in his heart “There is no God’. Perhaps the 
flag was flying for some holiday demonstration, and we might meet the member for 
the town [i.e. Bradlaugh] at any moment’.”’ (Nothing more seditious was in fact in 
progress than the church fete.) A year previously at the Volunteer Corps’ review in 
London the contingent from Northampton had been greeted with shouts of ‘Bravo 
Bradlaughs’, ‘Go it, Bradlaughs’ and ‘other expressions betokening popular admir- 
ation of the pluck that had returned our junior member’, although it was admitted 
that ‘not all the Northampton volunteers were pleased with this’. 

Nonconformists, who were the backbone of provincial Liberalism, often had a 
crisis of conscience over supporting Bradlaugh, and none more so than those who 
lived at Northampton. ‘They warmly approved all or most of his political pro- 
gramme and often admired his forthright character and eloquence of speech, but 
rejected his religious views as dangerous and unsound. What were they to do at the 
polling booth? At Prince’s Street Baptist Chapel feelings ran so high that the 
minister and a minority of his congregation, who were opposed to Bradlaugh, were 
forced in 1882 to part company with the majority. Partly by their own efforts and 
partly by help from all over the country a new chapel was built for them in St 
Michael’s Road. A century later the shell of this building remains, its eroded 
foundation stone still proclaiming the defiant message ‘Who is on the Lord’s side?’. 
Even the veteran John Turland Brown, minister at the large and influential College

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Street Chapel, anda staunch Liberal who in his youth had been a Chartist sympath- 
iser, was criticised by politically ‘advanced’ nonconformists for not openly coming 
out in favour of Bradlaugh. Thomas Arnold, minister at Doddridge Castle Hill 
Independent Chapel, took a leading part in trying to persuade his fellow noncon- 
formists to place religion before politics and to abstain from giving Bradlaugh their 
support. 

Most of the committed members of the Church of England in Northampton had 
a traditional attachment to the Conservative party, and so were spared the moral 
agonies which afflicted some of their nonconformist neighbours. The local clergy 
avoided an active part in electioneering, although many of them spoke out, some- 
times obliquely, against Bradlaugh and what he stood for. Thus Robert Collins 
King, Vicar of St Katharine’s, preaching in April 1880, ‘made incidental, but very 
decided, reference ... to the recent local circumstances [Bradlaugh’s victory]. 
Dealing with the new theory that politics should be divorced from religion, he 
showed clearly and forcibly the impossibility of divorcing religion from any action 
of human life, public, private, commercial, or social. The preacher enforced his 
argument by many practical illustrations, and pressed it home with convincing 
logic’. It is impossible to say how much influence the clergy exercised on the laity 
in these matters, but it is easy to overlook the fact that support for Bradlaugh in 
Northampton, although strong and determined, was never overwhelming. Labou- 
chere always polled more votes than Bradlaugh. 

Post-Reformation Northampton was divided into four parishes. All Saints, the 
most important, comprised the central and southern parts of the town and con- 
tained the Market Square, the Town Hall, the Sessions House (County Hall) and 
most of the principal streets. At the beginning of the nineteenth century it con- 
tained just over half the population of the town. St Sepulchre lay to the north of All 
Saints and stretched out beyond the town to include about half of the agricultural 
land within the borough boundaries, open field until 1778 but enclosed by an Act 
of Parliament obtained in that year. St Giles lay to the east of All Saints and included 
the other half of the agricultural land. St Peter lay west of All Saints but was little 
more than an enclave of that parish. Up to 1850 it was a benefice united with the 
parishes of Kingsthorpe and Upton, but in that year the former became a parish in 
its own right. There was also an extra-parochial area of about 300 acres which 
belonged before 1540 to the Priory of St Andrew which had occupied an extensive 
site in the north-west part of the town, but although this had a considerable effect 
on the civil administration in the first half of the nineteenth century it was of little 
or no significance in the religious life of Northampton and for the purpose of this 
study may be ignored. 

The patronage of each of the four Northampton livings was in different hands. 
All Saints was held until 1840 by the Corporation of Northampton but in that year 
was sold to Lewis Loyd, the wealthy Liberal banker, who was making extensive 
purchases of land in Northamptonshire, in the course of which he also obtained the 
patronage of several livings. St Sepulchre was successively in the hands of the 
Watkin and the Butcher families, the latter selling it in 1848 to Lewis Loyd. The 
Watkin family also held the patronage of St Giles, and this was sold in 1831 by the 
Rev. Edward Watkin to the Simeon trustees. St Peter was, and still is, in the 
patronage of the Royal Foundation of St Katherine. In the nineteenth century,

although the smallest, it was the best endowed of all four Northampton parishes, 
even after the formation of Kingsthorpe as a separate parish. By comparison the 
other three were poor livings. In particular the chief source of income for the Vicar 
of All Saints was a rate of £100 which he was empowered by Act of Parliament to 
levy on his parish. This became a bone of contention between him and those of his 
parishioners who were radicals, and from the 1840s could not be collected from 
them without scenes of riotous protest. William Wales (1832-59) understood the 
damage this would do to the Church of England in Northampton and, after 1848, 
levied the rate on a voluntary basis, but his successor, Sydney Gedge (1859-77), had 
a large family and needed the money. He reverted to compulsion, thereby creating 
a controversy which gained publicity in The National Reformer, Charles Bradlaugh’s 
newspaper. 

The growth of Northampton after 1800 upset the parochial balance of popu- 
lation described above. Its progress up to 1841 is shown in Table 1:

All the parishes gained in numbers during the first forty years of the nineteenth 
century, but proportionately it was St Sepulchre’s where growth was outstanding. 
Indeed, the increase of population, most of it working-class, in that part of the town 
was greater than is apparent from the figures in Table | as most of the extra-paro- 
chial area which had been used for houses by 1841 lay within the boundaries of St 
Sepulchre. Growth in All Saints and St Peter’s was also largely working-class. 
Middle-class devlopment was mostly confined to St Giles where more substantial 
dwellings, many of them in terraces but, from the late-1830s, often detached or 
semi-detached from their neighbours, came into existence in ‘Waterloo’ (south 
side of Derngate), Albion Place, Spencer Parade, Cheyne Walk and what later 
became known as York Road. Not surprisingly it was in St Giles that church rates — 
not to be confused with the special rate for the Vicar of All Saints’ stipend men- 
tioned above — were collected for many years after turbulent vestry meetings in All 
Saints and St Sepulchre made it impossible for the churchwardens to fix a rate for 
either of these parishes. 

Church extension became an issue in the parish of All Saints in the 1820s. A 
gallery on the south side of the church had been added in 1815 but the demand for 
seating outstripped its capacity and William Thursby, who was vicar for ten years 
from 1822, attempted in 1827 to gain the support of his vestry for building a chapel 
of ease within the parish. He was unsuccessful, and the matter remained in 
abeyance. His successor, William Wales, was more successful. An able and forceful 
man, Wales launched a campaign in 1835 to build a church in the western part of his 
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parish, an area which in the twenty years had become a densely populated working 
class district. St Katherine’s was consecrated in 1839, thereby taking much of the 
pressure off All Saints’, but chiefly as a middle-class overflow from the mother 
church. Out of its seating capacity for 1200 persons, 800 places were subject to pew 
rent, a necessity because the incumbent had virtually no other sources of income at 
the time. 

Largely through the efforts of the Rev. John Little, the curate of St Sepulchre’s, a 
second new church, St Andrew’s, was constructed in the largely extra parochial 
area immediately to the west of St Sepulchre’s parish. St Andrew’s was consecrated 


in 1842. 


The Bishop and the Town 


Look at the great towns and see what the Church is doing there, for, believe me, the battle of the 
Church and the battle of Christianity, is being Sought at ths moment in the great towns of England. 
Be sure of this, that if the citadel of Christianity be lost there, you cannot keep long those outlying 
pleasant places which that citadel should shelter and protect. As surely as the Church loses the great 
towns of England she loses everything. You cannot exaggerate the magnitude and the critical nature of 
the struggle that 1s going on between religion and infidelity, between godliness and godlessness, 
between wealth accumulating without responsibility and poverty increasing without the consolations 
of religion — you cannot overestimate the great and terrible forces, social political and religious, that are 
at strife in the great towns of this still Christian country of England. [Northampton 25 March 
1875.] 


The new bishop of Peterborough was a man with a mission. He saw the two major 
towns of his diocese, Leicester and Northampton, as central to the success of his 
episcopate. He visited both towns immediately after his enthronement on 26 
November 1868. ‘I took one day to do Northampton — churches, schools, and 
clergy — having previously arranged a meeting with the staff of each parish at the 
church of each. This seems to have been a popular move, and it has helped me to 
some knowledge of men and things already.’*° He went to Leicester immediately 
alter Christmas, ‘for ten days’ hard work’. The priority given to Leicester was 
understandable, for it was much the larger town, its population having grown in the 
1860s from 69,000 to nearly 100,000. The need for new churches in N orthampton 
was perceived to be less pressing than in Leicester.*! 

Magee found the church in Leicester up-and-doing. A Church Extension 
Society was already in existence, and two new churches — St Matthew, St Luke — 
were opened around the time he commenced his episcopate. There were, he 
found, rich laymen willing to spend considerable sums to ensure that the church 
had a presence in the growing working class districts as well as the subrubs. The 
most impressive result was St Mark the Evangelist, Belgrave Road, consecrated by 
Magee in 1872. A towering apsed edifice of Mountsorrel granite, it was the gift of 
W. Perry Herrick of Beaumanor and his daughter, whose outlay was a reputed 
£,/0,000. Another was St Saviour erected in 1875-77 to serve the Spinney Hills 
district in the east of the borough, erected and endowed by the Revd. Frederick 
George Burnaby of Asfordby House, Melton Mowbray. More usual than these

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total provisions, however, was a slower process of fund-raising and mission-work, 
starting with tin churches served by curates, who built up congregations for 
whom purpose-built premises were later provided. Using such nationally-known 
firms as that of Sir George Gilbert Scott as well as local Leicester architects, these 
were often vast, barn-like structures favouring the ‘Early English’ style. Whatever 
their later form of service, they usually had an unmistakably evangelical start. 

In the 1870s four new churches were provided in Leicester, their parishes 
created out of existing ones. The next decade saw another four. One characteris- 
tic almost all shared was that their advowsons were in Magee’s hands. In the list of 
Leicester’s new churches the term ‘vicarage in the gift of the Bishop of Peter- 
borough’ runs like a litany. Magee developed into an increasingly firm advocate 
of church reform. Loathing ‘benefice-mongering’, he strongly advocated a 
change in the law relating to church patronage. He was also an enemy of pew 
rents, and strongly supported the ‘Free and Open’ movement. All in all, Leicester 
proved a most satisfying setting for Magee to demonstrate his powers of 
leadership. 

If we turn now to consider Magee’s work in Northampton the contrast is 
instructive. It had taken him only a few days to gain ‘some knowledge of men and 
things’. The signs cannot have been encouraging. He inherited an elderly clergy 
with a sense of mission that was at best moribund. In 1874 he told the pious Lady 
Knightley of Fawsley that ‘1,700 men in Northampton voted for Bradlaugh at the 
last general election, and that this was chiefly accounted for by the bad hands into 
which two of the chief parishes of the town have fallen - men who have been 
there twenty years and had done nothing — and the worst part is that I as bishop 
can do nothing.’* He was clearly referring to Butlin of St Sepulche’s and Storer 
of St Andrews, two of the survivors from among the elderly clergy whom he had 
inherited in the town. 

For the time being he could do nothing with either of them; but he had already 
initiated a policy towards Northampton which would eventually transform 
church life in the town. There were two aspects to the policy, first to increase the 
number of parishes, and second to have vigorous young men as the incumbents. 

In 1870 James Browne of St Edmunds resigned his living, and accepted the 
living of Isleworth in Middlesex. St Edmunds was in the gift of the Crown and 
the Bishop alternately, and it was the Bishop’s turn to present. Magee brought in 
Nathaniel Hughes. Hughes was aged 36, and so was at least 30 years younger than 
his predecessor. He had been curate of Kegworth, an industrial village six miles 
north of Loughborough, for the previous six years. Hughes immediately initiated 
annual reports for the work of his parish, most of which survive. In 1875 he 
reported on ‘the Mission held in February last. The Missioners were admirably 
adapted for the work they had undertaken. The parish was well prepared by the 
energy and discretion of our church workers. Each house had been visited again 
and again. Those indifferent to religion, and their name is legion, were entreated

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not to let that call from God pass by unnoticed.’ In his first five years he had 
doubled the number of baptisms, from 488 to 988, and they would double again 
in his second quinquennium. Hughes is the model of a Magee appointment. 

When he had in place a man whom he had chosen and in whom he had 
confidence, the bishop himself was prepared to commit resources. In 1872 within 
St Edmund’s parish, the bishop paid around £,600 for a new mission church on 
The Lower Mounts, dedicated to St Michael and All Angels. At first it was not a 
success, for the duties were shared between two mission priests, ‘one rather 
“High” and one rather ““Low”’, who did not work well together.** In 1874 the 
bishop moved them, and appointed in their place Charles Gray, aged 32, and 
previously master at Epsom College. Gray did his work well, and stayed until 
1887, when he was promoted. There was policy in such moves. As the bishop 
had written in 1876, ‘I am at last getting my preferment list out of the haphazard 
condition in which I found it; and filling my best livings with middle-aged or 
elderly men, and my poor and toilsome ones with young men, to be moved on in 
their turns.”** 

In the other parishes of the town, almost without exception in the hands of 
elderly men, Magee had mixed success. In 1873 he succeeded in easing out of St 
Peter’s the absentee Haviland de Sausmaurez. The price of this had to be paid by 
his successor E. Nichols Tom, previously the curate at Kingsthorpe, in the form 
of a pension of a third of the stipend. Gedge of All Saints retired in his own time, 
in 1877, aged 75. This was not for want of trying by his diocesan. The living was 
in the hands of Lord Overstone.* Magee wrote to him within a year of his 
consecration, on 6 December 1869, referring to their earlier conversations. ‘I 
think your Lordship agreed with me in thinking that Mr Gedge was better suited 
to a country living — and that All Saints needed a younger and perhaps more 
conciliatory vicar — and you were good enough ~ if I remember rightly — to add 
that in case I should be able to find another post for Mr Gedge you would be 
willing to accept my recommendation of his successor.’ All very carefully 
phrased, and all to no avail. Gedge declined the alternative living offered to him, 
and, as Magee had said to Lady Knightley, there was nothing he could do. When 
Gedge did eventually retire, Lord Overstone allowed Magee to nominate Robert 
Bevan Hull, then aged 33, who quickly became the leading Anglican minister in 
Northampton. *° 

The oldest of his vicars, Mr Butlin of St Sepulche’s, died in 1878 aged 90. This 
living also was in the hands of Lord Overstone, and it also was placed in Magee’s 
gift. He appointed Frederick Thornton, aged 29 and for the past two years vicar 
of Preston Deanery. Thornton immediately appointed two curates, paid for out 
of his own pocket: ‘Only the results will tell of how we began our attack on the 
streets of St Sepulchre’s parish in 1879. At our first celebration of Holy Com- 
munion we had two communicants, now we have a roll of 450, the result of

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ceaseless house-to-house visitation, and work on strictly parochial lines.’’’ 
Thornton tended towards Ritualism,* and, together with Loyd of St Lawrence’s, 
on one occasion landed Magee in hot water with the local evangelicals; but his 
sense of mission was outstanding. 1883-84 saw the building by local volunteer 
labour of St Sepulchre’s daughter church, St Crispin, in Earl Street, consecrated by 
the bishop on St Crispin’s Day 1884. It was called the Christian working man’s 
answer to Bradlaugh. 

It will be clear from these examples, which have ranged over the whole of 
Magee’s episcopate, that the Church Extension scheme which he initiated in 1875 
was a natural extension of his earlier work. He could not find from his own pocket 
the money that was needed; and needed support. He wrote to MacDonnell:” 

I have started a Church Extension Society in Northampton to raise £25,000 in fwe years, and to 

create therewith four new parishes. It is, I think, fairly launched now, but ‘Lord’ as Pepys says ‘to see 

the strange state of men’s minds in these days!” I had first to spend three days interiewing sundry local 

magnates separately, and trying to get them all to come even to a preliminary meeting on the subject. I 

got them and about 809 others into a room last Thursday, from which I wisely excluded reporters, and 


then we had a royal exhibition of the narrowness and suspiciousness of Evangelicism on the vexed 
question of the patronage of the new churches; and it was really pitiful to see and vexatious to endure. 


Four new churches were proposed. The money was needed to build not just the 
churches, but parsonage houses, and to provide stipends for the clergy until the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners were prepared to take on the responsibility. He 
formed a powerful committee of prominent local Anglicans, the brewer Pickering 
Phipps being the Treasurer. Within ten months, he had £14,500 either given or 
promised, of which Phipps had provided £1,000 and the bishop himself £250. 
The new ecclesiastical districts were to be set up as soon as possible, but the 
permanent churches proceeded in a certain order. First St Lawrence’s, north of the 
Mounts, consecrated in 1878. Then St Michael’s, where a mission church was 
already established, consecrated in 1882. Then there was St Mary’s Far Cotton, the 
mission to the LNWR workers ‘on the other side of the tracks’, where an existing 
barn was furnished as a church in 1875, consecrated in 1886. Finally St Paul’s 
Semilong, the mission church established about 1876 and consecrated in 1890. ‘The 
whole exercise was a brilliant piece of planning, exactly matching the development 
of Northampton from the 1870s to the early 1890s. The bishop had the satisfaction 
of seeing the work that he had planned completed in his lifetime. 

If any one event may be taken as symbolising Magee’s work in Northampton it 
would be his mission of 1876, when the church extension scheme was well- 
launched. 

The churches here have been crowded to overflowing at every service, and great numbers have come 

who had never entered any place of worship before ... I addressed a large gathering of working men 

yesterday, in a foundry in the suburbs near the railway station [St James]. They were most attentive 
and reverent. This morning I preached in the temporary church at Far Cotton — a large barn fitted up 
as a church. It was filled to the very windows, and the worship was hearty and earnest. This afternoon 

I saw a remarkable sight — fifteen hundred men — and men only — in St Katharine’s Church. Most 


of them working men. Hundreds had gone away unable to obtain admittance. ... Certainly the 
Mission is a great fact, and has done me good, I trust, as well as the people. ‘3

The Visitation Records 


‘The system of Visitation, whereby the bishop supervises his diocese, was the 
growth of many centuries, and, perfected in the Middle Ages, was handed down 
with little alteration until modern times.’ In the Church of England the Canons of 
1604 required that each bishop should hold a visitation every three years. To quote 
Bishop White Kennett of Peterborough in the charge to his clergy that he made in 
1720 at the time of his primary visitation, ‘It is well-known, that an episcopal 
visitation was from the Beginning, and is still in effect, a diocesan synod, prorogued 
by the bishop from place and time to other place and time, wherein the bishop is to 
preside and his clergy to appear and assist; and so jointly to enquire, to inform, to 
examine, to reprove, correct and amend all persons, manners and things, within the 
proper cognizance of the bishop.”#! 

Articles of enquiry, or a questionnaire, were used regularly by Bishops at visit- 
ations from the late sixteenth century and some of these survive. After 1660 they 
are found in considerable numbers. However, following the example of Bishop 
William Wake of Lincoln in 1706, it became customary for bishops to precede their 
visitations, which were centred on the rural deaneries, with what now would be 
regarded as a questionnaire addressed to all incumbents within the diocese con- 
cerned. These questionnaires, which are known as visitation returns, provided the 
bishop with information in advance about matters such as the number of Roman 
Catholic or Protestant dissenters domiciled in each parish, the parochial residence. 
or non-residence of the incumbent, the number of times annually that the incum- 
bent or his deputy administered the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and how often 
and at what times the children of the parish were catechised. 

The questions usually reflected the current problems of the church as much as 
the preoccupations of the diocese. A similar or even identical form of words is often 
to be found in questions asked by bishops in different dioceses, and as the years 
passed there was a tendency for the number of questions to increase. Thus Bishop 
Thomas Secker of Oxford asked a total of twelve questions in the return sent out in 
advance of his visitation of 1738, whereas in 1854 Bishop Samuel Wilberforce of 
the same diocese asked twenty-three.* Several of Secker’s questions, however, 
were more elaborate than Wilberforce’s with a greater number of queries included 
within the framework of each question. 

In all Bishop Magee held five visitations, their dates being 1872, 1875, 1878, 
1882 and 1888. A sixth would have been held in 1891, but it was voided by 
Magee’s translation to the archiepiscopal see of York early in that year. He had 
intended to hold his fifth visitation in 1886, but illness prevented him from carrying 
out the arduous round of duties which it would have involved.*? Nevertheless, he

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had already circulated a return to his clergy, and their answers were stored and may 
have been used two years later in preparation for the visitation of 1888. 

The visitation returns contained in this volume consist of those from the Rural 
Deanery of Northampton for each of the five visitations held by Bishop Magee. 
The deanery comprised the four ancient parishes within the borough of North- 
ampton together with the parishes of Hardingstone, Duston, Dallington, 
Kingsthorpe and Upton, the last-mentioned held (as it still is) with the parish of St 
Peter, Northampton; additionally there were the ecclesiastical districts (which 
became parishes in due course) formed to serve the rapidly increasing population of 
suburban Northampton. A total of 11 parishes or districts are represented in the 
returns for 1872, 12 in 1875, 14 in 1878, 15 in 1882 and 16 in 1886. Taken 
together these returns provide a valuable picture of the Church of England in 
Northampton during the 1870s and 1880s, two decades during which that town 
achieved widespread notoriety for the political support given by many of its in- 
habitants to Charles Bradlaugh, atheist, republican and advocate of birth control, 
and undoubtedly the most controversial English public figure of his generation. 

The visitations were structured events, and the records of the Peterborough 
diocese have survived in various forms. However, from 1561, and the primary 
visitation of Edmund Scrambler, there is a series of bound volumes which include 
at least, the answers to the articles of enquiry and lists of canons and scholars at the 
Cathedral.** The returns for the parishes are arranged by deanery, and the names 
of the clergy, incumbents and curates, and of churchwardens and other parish- 
ioners sworn are given. 

By the time of Bishop Magee some separation of record had taken place, and not 
all the returns, in printed format, are in volumes. First there is the series of episcopal 
visitation call books. The books contained the names of the clergy of each parish, 
the parishes being again arranged by deaneries; and in most cases the names of the 
churchwardens were filled in at the time of the visitation. They cover all the 
parishes in diocese, in Northamptonshire, Rutland and Leicestershire, and there is 
generally a table of the days and places of each visitation. 

Most of the volumes also cover the visitation of the Cathedral, giving the names 
of the dean, archdeacons, minor canons, honorary canons, the organist, lay clerks 
and choristers. Some miscellanerous material has slipped in — for example, in 1872, 
there are newspaper cuttings describing the visitation social gatherings and the 
bishop’s charge; the two Call Books for 1886 (date altered to 1888) include a form 
of the bishop’s commission to inquire into the existence of fit houses of residence 
for clergy, and a form of proceeding whereby the Rector of Old is to be declared 
contumacious for not appearing. 

The churchwardens’ returns for visitations, which are mostly concerned with 
the fabric of the church (in the same way that the bishop’s pastoral charge is distinct 
from the more worldly concerns of the archdeacons), are filed separately from those 
of incumbents. The questions cover the condition of the church and its fittings, 
seating, collections, the churchyard, parsonage, the residency of the minister, 
school duties of clerk and rector, charity, expenditure on repair. ‘he answers are

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largely ‘yes’ or ‘no’. ‘he churchwardens’ returns for 1872, 1878 and 1882 are 
bound into volumes.*” The returns for 1875 (with 32 questions) and for 1886 (with 
33 questions) are unbound, and have been rearranged into alphabetical order of 
parishes for ease of use.*® 

The incumbents’ returns are more full than those of the churchwardens, though 
incumbents’ answers to the visitation of 1888 do not seem to have survived. (It is 
possible that Magee re-used the clergy returns of 1886.) Again, the incumbents’ 
returns for 1872, 1878 and 1882 are bound into volumes;*’ while the unbound 
returns for 1875 and 1886 have been arranged into alphabetical order.” 

The number of questions asked of the incumbents increases from 1872, when 
there were 33, to 1886, when there were 56. The questions, as will be seen, were 
about the incumbent, curate, services, number of communicants, congregation, 
church schools and dissenters. It should be noted that the questions of i872 appear 
identical to those put to the clergy of Oxford by Bishop Wilberforce in 1854. The 
41 questions asked in 1875 required more detail on dissent, although ‘yes’/‘no’ 
answers were often given to questions in this year. There were again 41 questions in 
1878, about services, the benefice, the curate, fabric, services, congregation, dis- 
sent and education. Fuller answers were given in 1878 than in 1875; and the same is 
true for the visitation planned in 1886, where the 56 questions asked for additional 
information about services and about schools. The thrust of Bishop Magee’s con- 
cerns is clearly to be seen, and he undoubtedly made use of the information 
included in the completed returns. A diocesan analysis, which must have taken 
much hard and tedious work to prepare, was published in the Diocesan Kalendar 
subsequent to each visitation.

1 BISHOP MAGEE TO LORD OVERSTONE 
6 December 1869; The Palace, Peterborough 
ULL, Overstone MS 804/1409 


You may perhaps remember that when I had the pleasure of being your guest at 
Overstone Park this year, we had some conversation upon the desirableness of a 
change in the incumbency of All Saints, Northampton. 

I think that your Lordship agreed with me in thinking that Mr Gedge was better 
suited to.a country living, and that All Saints needed a younger and perhaps a more 
conciliatory vicar; and you were good enough ~— if I remember rightly — to add that 
in case I should be able to find another post for Mr Gedge you would be willing to 
accept my recommendation of his successor. 

An opportunity now offers itself for attempting this change. A living of con- 
siderably greater value than All Saints has become vacant and is in my gift. I am 
disposed to offer it to Mr Gedge. But I should wish before doing so to be quite sure 
that I have not mistaken your intention of allowing me to select for your nomina- 
tion his successor. 

A year’s acquaintance with the condition of the Church in Northampton has 
greatly increased my anxiety to see All Saints filled by a wise and able vicar: the 
former of these qualities is certainly not one possessed by Mr Gedge and the Church 
is suffering in consequence. 

I will take no step respecting the filling of the living now vacant until I shall have 
heard from your Lordship. 


2 BISHOP MAGEE TO LORD OVERSTONE

I delayed to acknowledge and thank you for your very kind letter of the 6th inst. 
until I should be able to tell you the results of the offer of a living which I intended 
making to Mr Gedge. I regret to say that he has declined it, on the ground that he 
feels himself still though 67 strong for his work in Northampton, and does not yet 
wish to return to a country living. 
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I fear that this reason may equally prevent his acceptance of any living I might 
offer him, at least for some time to come. 

I will not however despair of yet making that change in All Saints which I am 
convinced it is so desirable to make. 

Many thanks for your kind invitation to Overstone Park. I am sorry to say that 
my engagements make it impossible for me to have the pleasure of accepting it. Mrs 
Magee would have been happy to have accompanied me could I have come.
